This Class is an introduction to the 1926.500-503 OSHA standards for fall protection. We 
will cover in detail the proper use and care of rescue, and fall protection equipment. The 
class will begin with a review of the 1926.500-503 OSHA standard for fall protection; 
also discussed in detail will be the OSHA approved equipment necessary to access the 
patient.  The course with then proceed on to Climbing and Rescue scenarios. There will 
be a review of Fall Protection and Buddy Rescue Equipment, Anchoring, Knots, and 
Patient Packaging.  We will then progress to scenarios designed to increase the 
student’s knowledge and ability to deal with adverse situations. This class will be both 
physically and mentally demanding, so come prepared.  Class size is limited to 18 
students.
